It's not 
egotism or its lack; its spirit to Be, to 
Dare, to Do and Win, and stop at по ad- 
verse criticisin. 

It makes us fairly boil from within, 
when angry parents beat and whip in- 
humanly their own offspring; we wish 
we could, by our Process, overcome this 
most excusable freak of human kind.

NESS; this is REAL FREEDOM and 
for this REASON this writer fears 
NOTHING anywhere or in any place. 

Time and Space with Spirit as Equil- 
ibrating POWER and LIGIIT is ALL, 
and who IS OF THE IIOLY GHOST 
has ALL, provided he OBEYS that 
most POTENT LIGHT. The REAL 
is EGO, not EGOTISM, and is POW- 
ER not SELF SUFFICIENCY.

INSPIRATIONAL DESCRIPTION OF 
COMETS.

Halley’s comet belongs to a class 
which serves the Universe as a cleaning- 
out agency. The attraction is neutral, 
compared with that of Planets and Suns. 
They are composed, formed or created 
and maintained by excretions from 
Planets and Suns, which they, in the 
form of poisonous gases, throw off into 
the ether and thus cause these comets 
to float in space in search for food. This 
also indicates that not only is the attrac- 
tion different from that of Suns and 

Planets but the one kind is a vigorous

repulsion to the other and therefore eo]. 
lisions with planets, Suns and that Clasg 
of comets are impossible. 

WHAT IS A COMET? 

Its nucleus is jellylike formations, 
which in the main are clearer than glass, 
The largest one is about twice the size 
of the Earth with numerous others of 
various sizes from about the size of the 
Moon down to the smallest imaginable 
in the state of gas formations.

What effect will the comet have upon 
the Earth when passing? 

The poisonous gases in the Earth’s at- 
mosphere and also excrement in the 
Earth itself, which has not yet been 
thrown off, are attracted and make their 
way to the comet through a similar pro- 
cess as the attraction or the electric ex- 
change between the Sun and the Earth. 
It will be possible for men to observe 
these poisonous gases when they leave 
the Earth as they will result in more or 
less pestilence, and are inclined to influ- 
епсе men with irritable and ill tempera- 
ment. Such has been observed before 
when comets have been close to the 
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Earth and as this comet at this time 
comes closer to the Earth than any pre-

Walrond be appointed President of The 
Branch Association of Denver, of The 
National Astrological Society of The 
United States, and also that application 
for his ordination as a Minister, be sub- 
mitted to the President of the Board of 
Directors of the Mother Society; this 
resolution was carried unanimously. 

3. It was also proposed and second- 
ed, that as soon as the necessary Char- 
ter be received a Church of Astrology 
be instituted in Denver. 

4. The Meeting also proposed a vote 
of thanks to The President and Board 
of Directors of The National Astrologi- 
cal Society of the United States for hav- 
ing inaugurated a National Society, 
which they feel should be taken up in 
every City and State in the United 
States.
